“Before going south 1 got together 
the material for two ex p oding ma­ 
chines of tremendous power, so ar­ 
ranged that they could b e wound up 
aud left in a selected place with the 
certainty that they would go off with 
terrib le ties; ruction within a few hours. 
“At New Orleans 1 rented a room 
and put the b ox es together, after w hich 
1 went on r i Jacksonville. There I b e­ 
came acquainted with a party of Gil­ 
lian leaders who were planning a fili­ 
b ustering ex pedition. 
They had en 
gaged the Destroyer, a small vessel, to 
take them to Cub a along with a num­ 
b er of American and European ad­ 
venturers who were anx ious to strike 
a b low for Gub an freedom. 
"Several of the leaders of the party 
are men now well known and I will 
not mention their names, althougn t 
have among my papers a list of them 
all. 
1 suggested that they use my ma­ 
chine to destroy Spanish warships in 
the harb or of Havana. 
T h e y readily 
seized upon the idea and when the 
Destroyer sailed they took my two 
machines with them. 
“It was planned to have some mem­ 
b ers of the revolutionary parry join 
the Spanish navy so as to get the ma­ 
chines ab oard. 
If that failed it was 
decided to fasten cue of the b ox es to 
the hull of a ship tinder the wafer 
line, for I had constructed my ma­ 
chines 
s o they could b e ex ploded un­ 
der water. 
“That was late in the fail of 1897. 
The nex t spring the Maine was de­ 
stroyed. 
Only one of the men in the 
secret ever returned to America. 
I 
saw him some time after the war with 
Spain had b egun. 
“He told me he had nothing to do 
with the b ox es after reaching Cub a 
b ut had b een told a mistake had b e<jn 
made. 
The man was intrusted with 
the task of destroying a Spanish ves­ 
sel attempted to fasten a b ox during 
the night to one of Alfonso’s warships 
and b lundered into b lowing up 
the 
Maine. 
“I was toid that the man. immedi­ 
ately after learning of the error he b ad 
made, committed suicide.’’ 
Rosseau said hp had attempted to 
b low up the statue of Frederick 'he 
Great in Washington b ecause he*did 
not wish to see the statue of a king 
In America. 
He added that b e was 
not an Anarchist or a Nihilist and that 
he had made no effort to supply ex ­ 
ploding machines to the Russians.
